No Red tanks were employed in 
the first phase of the big battle 
which opened Monday near mid- 
night. 

Some Tanks Knocked Out. 

Other tanks have been sighted 
moving into the east-central sec- 
tor from the western front. 
Some have been knocked out 
by Allied guns and planes, of- 
ficers said.

CENTRAL FRONT, July 15 
(AP)—American and South Ko- 
rean artillerymen captured by 
Chinese Communists were forced 
at gunpoint to fire shells at their 
Allied comrades, South Korean 
army intelligence officers near 
the front said today. 

United States officers ac- 
knowledged it was “definitely 
possible”—but found no con- 
firmation for the reports. 

Lt. Col. Choi Soo Kuen, chief 
of intelligence for the ROK 
Capitol Division, turned over the 
report to American advisers. 

The report apparently was 
based on accounts of Korean ar- 
tillerymen who were overrun but 
escaped capture, an American 
officer said. 

“The Chinese already know 
how ta, fire our guns,” the offi- 
cer said. “If this report is true, 
perhaps it was an isolated case 
where the Chinese did not have 
time to call down an artillery- 
man to man whatever guns they 
captured.”

They spent 40 
minutes with the Chief Execu- 
tive. 

Robertson said his negotia- 
tions with Rhee were on a basis 
of “frankness, friendliness and 
cordiality.” 

He added that Rhee's objec- 
tive is the same as that of the 
United Nations Command and 
that the differences have been 
over how it would be best to 
achieve the objectives. 

Then he said there can be an

Gruenther, the new supreme 
commander in Europe. 

The President met earlier 
with members of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee. There 
was no indication after that ses- 
sion as to whether Eisenhower 
won over any of the committee 
members who have been talk- 
ing about cutting the foreign 
aid ceiling which Congress ap- 
proved earlier this week. 

ade ‘Sound Pilea.’ 

Senator Bridges told report- 
ers that Eisenhower made “a 
very sound plea for a well- 
rounded program.” 

Bridges said the President 
mentioned no specific figure. 
but that he left no doubt he

Gruenther, scheduled for tes- 
timony at a closed session of 
the Senate committee today, ap- 
parently sounded the Adminis- 
tration’s policy line when he 
told the House Group yesterday 
that western Europe may lose 
confidence in the United States 
if there are heavy money slashes. 

The NATO commander said 
Europe is listening to Russian 
peace overtures but “they 
haven't swallowed them yet.” 

Senator Thye (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, a Senate committee mem- 
ber, bolstered another Admin- 
istration argument with the as- 
sertion that “it would be short- 
sighted to discontinue this pro- 
gram just at the time when the 
Kremlin is having internal dif- 
ficulties.”

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Dedication at Diamond Grove 

Tuesday was a fine day for the dedication. 
On the old Diamond Grove plantation southeast 
of Joplin, the sun came in and out from behind 
the cumulus clouds, turning shadow and light 
over the new bust of George Washington C4rver.

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Tax-Exemption for Sale? 

The Missouri Supreme Court ruled against 
St. Louis and in favor of William Jewell Col- 
lege of Liberty, Mo., in what is becoming per- 
haps the most disturbing area in the whole 
field of taxation. 

The case involved the sale of plant property 
by the Century Electric Co. to the college which 
then leased it back to the company. By thus 
transferring title to the college, the property 
was taken off the city tax rolls. As Judge Er- 
nest M. Tipton said: “Tax exemptions granted 
to the trustees of William Jewell College are 
not limited to real estate actually occupied and 
directly used for educational purposes.” 


Calleges and universities are under greater 
pressure than ever to raise endowments and to 
inyest their funds profitably. Therefore 
one is reluctant to raise obstacles. But there 
is another side to these sale-and-lease-back ar- 
rangements. The tax money which they keep 
out of the city treasury must be offset by re- 
duced municipal services or the bills of other 
taxpayers must be raised proportionately. 

A sincere gift by an alumnus or a patron of 
education might not be questioned, whatever 
its effect. But more and more of these deals 
seem outside this category. Century actually 
contended in the United States Tax Court that 
it had suffered a loss in selling this property to 
the college, and the company sought an off- 
setting remission of federal taxes. The plea was 
denied. Several educational institutions actually 
have sent agents to corporations offering them 
tax-saving deals of this sort. While probably 
legal in many jurisdictions, such transactions are 
of questionable public morality. 

In recent years, Congress has moved to close 
loopholes of this nature. And the state legisla- 
tures may have to consider similar action if the 
practice continues to spread. In a time when 
traffic improvements, slum clearance and gen- 
eral modernization are bound to increase mu- 
nicipal expenses, taxpayers will not look with 
favor on the removal of productive property 
from the tax rolls. 

A serious demand for changes in state laws 
and constitutions may be prevented by a dis- 
criminating, ethical policy on the part of tax- 
exempt institutions. Many schools already have 
refused to take advantage of the lease-back de- 
vice. And these, too, may join in a demand for 
equity.

Between Book Ends 


Israel’s Birth Pangs 


STATE IN THE MAKING, by David Horowita, 
(Knopf, pgs., $4.50.) 

One of the men who was in the thick 
of the fight which preceded the estab- 
lishment of the state of Israel remi- 
nisces here about the years 1946-48, and 
as is to be expected, it is a book with 
a strong emotional undercurrent. It 
probably would be impossible in this 
matter to divorce one’s own feelings 
from the facts. 


Aside from a few interesting side- 
lights, it does not seem that the author 
reveals anything which has not been 
known before. But he succeeds ad- 
mirably in his main purpose—to retrace 
the developments which finally led to 
Jewish independence. 


The tragic position of Great Britain 
is made clearly visible. The great pro- 
tector and advocate 
of a Jewish home 
since the days of 
Lord Balfour found 
itself caught de- 
tween its sympathy 
for Jewish suffer- 
ings and the politi- 
cal importance of 
the Arab world. 

Because the 
Arabs, ever since 
the Balfour Decla- 
ration, had adopted 
an irrevocably in- 
imical attitude to- 
ward the Jewish 
aspirations in Pal- 
estine, no compromise was possible. 
Britain and the Jews, of necessity, had 
to part. 

This, in itself, was not the worst. 
What hurt the Jews most was that Brit- 
ain abandoned them so ungraciously, 
forgetting the traditional Jewish loy- 
alty in peace and war. Before the 
British pulled out of Palestine, they 
made it as easy as possible for the 
Arabs to attack the Jews, and as diffi- 
cult as possible for the Jews to defend 
themselves, evidently hoping that the 
Arab superiority would deal qui 
the mortal blow to Jewish existence. 


Fortunately, after the death of Ernest 
Bevin, who in a large measure was 
responsible for this policy, the British 
reversed themselves and resumed their 
friendly relationships with Israel. 


Many pages in Horowitz's book are 
devoted to the unequal struggle be- 
tween a handful of Jews on a narrow 
Mediterranean coastal strip and -the 
mighty British empire. And equally 
heartbreaking were the tremendous ef- 
forts to convince the United Nations 
committees investigating the Palestine 
question that partition and independ- 
ence were the only way out of the di- 
lemma. 

Horowitz does not discuss the war, 
but it is well known that the Jewish vic- 
tory was nothing short of a miracle, 
Among those o developed a deep, 
sympathetic understanding of the Pal- 
estine problem, Horowitz mentions Dr. 
unche who not only proved his 
wisdom in bringing about a truce, but 
also in the earlier years when the prob- 
lem was in the lap of the U.N.

WASHINGTON. 


N THE EARLY DAYS of psychological warfare, Washington 
was stirred by a heated dispute. Should the psychological 


warriors wear spurs? There

The time has come, I feel, 
to revive the proposal.

fof an effective policy. It ls 
made up of stunts and state- 
ments, off the cuff reactions to 
the headlines, just formidable 
enough to annoy, to tease, to 
embarrass—like breaking win- 
dow panes, writing insults on 
walls, or letting the air out of 
automobile tires. 


The real damage is done not 
to the adversary but to our- 
selves. For the course of the 
most massive revolution of mod- 
ern times will be little affected 
by pinpricks administered 5000 
miles away. But the prestige of 
the United States is affected by 
the comparison betwee the 
magnitude of these ah «coric 
events and the trivialitiés which 
are at them. 


We Do Not Know. 


Inside the Communist orbit, 
large events are unfolding which 
we believe to be momentous but 
about which we know with cer- 
tainty almost nothing. We do 
not know who was who in the 
first act of the drama on which, 
so we hear, the curtain has just 
gone down. 

We are not in fact seeing the 
play. We are an audience out- 
side in the lobby. We cannot 
see the actors or hear anything 
that they say. All we know is 
that the play must be a thriller 
because every. so often there is 
a loud bang and somebody pre- 
sumably is dead. 

We have, nevertheless, a pro- 
found interest in the outcome 


of the drama. But we cannot 
hope to serve that interest by 
specific and immediate acts of | 
intervention. They suppose an 
influence and a knowledge that 
we do not possess, and the net 
result is only a display of ig- 
norance and impotence. 


Non-Intervention Urged. 


It should, therefore, be a first 
rule of our policy at this time 
that.we are not trying to manage 
history, that we are not trying 
to play politics inside the dark 
caverns of the Kremlin, and that 
we are watching and waiting 
with composure and with confi- 
dence. 

Such a posture of non-inter- 
vention in the immediate day 
to day flux of events is, I be- 
lieve, the foundation of a good 
policy. Wé should avoid any ap- 
pearance of having picked our 
favorite subversives within the 
Soviet empire. 

For the chances are that we 
shall pick the wrong favorite, 
and if we happen to pick a good 
one, the very fact that America 
had picked him would enable his 
enemies to ruin hint. 


Strong Men Needed. 


There is, however, an even 
weightier consideration than 
this, and one, I would contend, 
which provides the true postu- 
late of an effective policy. 

Not knowing who is who and 
what he stands for in the 
U.S.S.R. today, we must ask our- 
selves what kind of man would 
he be who was at once willing, 


resolute and strong enough to 
participate in a movement to 


liquidate the Stalinist tyranny 
and the Bolshevist conspiracy. 
Manifestly that is no work for 
weaklings, but for tough, proud, 
brave and formidable men able 
to draw upon the reserves of 
power in the Russian people. It 
is, I think, evident enough what 
kind of men they would have 
to be. They would have to be 
the same kind of men who saved 


Russla from Hitler by turning 


the war, which was almost lost 
by the Communist regime, into 
a patriotic Russian war. 


Russians Can Change Russia. 


If and when the Bolshevik 
regime is radically altered, it is 
almost likely to be because there 
is a patriotic national demand 
that cannot be . Now a 
nationalist movement of this 
kind, if it is strong enough to 
liquidate the mighty tyranny of 
the Bolshevik regime, will be 
much too strong to sacrifice 
whatever it deems to be the na- 
tional interests of Russia. 

The national movement is as 
yet quite anonymous so far as 
we know, and it should remain 
anonymous if perchance we did 
get to know. But to it our pol- 
icy should be addressed. It is 
not our business, and in any 
event it is quite beyond our 
power, to bring about the over- 
throw of the Bolshevist regime. 

Our business is to see to it 
that we and our allies take a 
position about our relations with 
the Russian state and nation 
that Russian patriots will recog- 
nize and respect. If we do that, 
they must do the rest. They, 
and not we, must do everything, 
that is to say, that is to be done 
inside the U.S. S. R. 


One Clear Principle. 


If this is correct, then the 
principle of our policy is clear. 
It is to remove any implication 
that once again our terms are 
unconditional surrender: To dis- 
tinguish clearly between the 
Stalinist regime and the Rus- 
sian nation, to treat the one as 
an ugly, intolerable and tran- 
sient phase and to recognize the 
other, as representing the en- 
during and of vital national in- 
terest of Russia. 

We should make it plaln that 

the Russian people will not have 
to sacrifice, will not put in 
jeopardy, their legitimate na- 
tional interests if they liquidate 
the Bolshevist system, and agree 
to withdraw their army from 
Eastern Europe. 
This I take it, was what 
Churchill was working toward 
in his hint that a new “Lo- 
carno” might be negotiated. The 
essence of Locarno, apart from 
the actual treaty which is ir- 
relevant today, is the idea of a 
two-way guarantee against ag- 
gression. 


Churchill’s New Locarno. 


Russian nationalists, we must 
not forget will still be Russian. 
Long before there was a Com- 
munist regime, Russians were 
concerned with Germany, with 
Poland, with the Middle East, 
with China and with Japan. 

If we are wise, we shall en- 
courage the national movement 
by acknowledging the legitimate 
Russian interest in security and 
in access to the world’s markets. 
In doing this we may even be 
taking a useful precaution 
against the eventuality, which is 
not to be ruled out, that the suc- 
cession to Stalinism might be 
military Bonaparte-ism. 

For if the regime is liquidated 
by nationalists, exasperated not 
only with the Bolsheviks but 
convinced of the hostility of 
the foreign world as well, a 
military dictatorship engaging in 
foreign adventures is not at all 
inconceivable.

ANTHONY.M. WEBBE 


Auto Dealer Here Appar- 
ently Victim of Heart 
Attack in Home. 


State Senator Anthony M. 
Webbe died unexpectedly early 
today, apparently of a hebrt at- 


boulevard. 
He had been under treatment 
for heart disease for,some time 


but his condition was not con 
sidered serious. Yesterday he 
had lunch with State Senator 
Michael Kinney. 


Senator Webbe, an automobile 
dealer, was first elected to the 
Senate in 1940 to fill an unex- 
pired term. He was re-elected 
for four-year terms in 1942, 1946 
and 1950. Prior to becoming a 
member of the Senate, he served 
one term as a State Representa- 
tive, having been elected in 1934. 

Two years ago Senator Webbe 
was considered assured of the 
Democratic nomination to suc- 
ceed the late John B. Sullivan 
as United States Representative 
from the Eleventh Congressional 
District, but he withdrew from 
the race because of his health. 


In the latter part of 1950 he 
was elected majority floor leader 
of the Senate, but declined this 
post also for health reasons. 
However, he has served for the 
last several years as chairman 
of the Senate’s Ways and Means 
Committee. 1 


Opposed Earnings Tax. 

Although he previously op- 
posed the St. Louis earnings tax, 
Mr. Webbe was active in getting 
the latest bill out of this com- 
mittee so the Senate could vote 
on it. The measure, which would 
have extended authority for 
levying the tax, died in the 
Legislature. 

When the Senate in 1952 
adopted an amendment putting 
a two-year limitation on the 
proposed levy, Mr. Webbe was 
the only St. Louis Senator who 
supported the damaging amend- 
ment. 

One of his latest legislative 
efforts was in behalf of a bill, 
never passed, that would have 
exempted food from the state 2 
per cent retail sales tax. 

The St. Louisan was author of 
a bill, passed by the Legislature 
in 1949, that held up construc- 
tion of the Third Street Inter- 
regional Highway for two years. 
He tried to obtain renewal of 
the bill in 1951 but failed. 


Mr. Webbe’s Senate record 
included votes for repeal of the 
Madison state labor regulatory 
bill and against the St. Louis 
teachers’ pension bill, which 
passed. He recently opposed a 
bill that would give St. Louis 
the right to, operate offstreet 
parking facilities. He was one 
of three St. Louis Senators who 
voted for the governorship steal 
scheme in 1940.

Strange Sleep Habit

a mother writes. “He is strong and healthy, weighs 
about 28 pounds, and is a good eater, and up until 
a short time ago, a wonderful sleeper. 

“Toward the end of the summer, he started to scream 
when he was placed in his crib for nap or sleep at night. 
One day, of his own free will, around naptime, he climbed 
on the living room couch and fell asleep there. Now he 
refuses to go to sleep anywhere else. 

“He has never been put inéo his crib as a punishment, 
nor made to stay there when awakened. I cannot under- 
stand this aversion to his crib. 

“Now at naptime he falls asleep on the couch and 
sometimes he can be transferred to the crib without any 
trouble, but he never sleeps through the night in his crib. 
He wakes up crying to be put on the couch, and spends 
most of the time there. 

“I am at my wit's end. I have never heard of a child 
acting this way before. It makes no sense to me that he 
should behave this way.”

WE WERE GLAD to be able to tell this mother what 
we now tell you. That this behavior which she has de- 
scribed is a perfectly usual one. True, it doesn't occur in 
the majority of children, who remain at all ages reasonably 
content to sleep in their own cribs or beds. 

But there are other, perfectly “normal” children who, 
usually for only a brief period, somewhere around 24% 
years of age, suddenly show a marked aversion to their 
cribs, and who make very strong and definite demands to 
sleep elsewhere.

SOME, LIKE DANNY, prefer the living room couch. 
Some prefer their mother’s bed. Some like to have a blan- 
ket bed made up for them on the floor, in a corner or 
maybe even under their crib. 

Others choose more bizarre locations for their sleeping. 
A bureau drawer (preferably taken out of the bureau); 
or thé top of a (cold) radiator; or a window seat. 

Such whims can as a rule be quite safely indulged. 
These preferences tend to be short-lived, and so long as the 
preferred location is one from which the child is not likely 
to fall, little damage is done. 

We do not fully understand some of these strong and 
definite demands of the child of this age—a special place 
to sleep, certain clothes which he must wear. But experi- 
ence has shown that indulging them, within reason, is often 
the quickest way to help the child over them.

THERE I FINALLY? the 
Christian ideal, which is com- 
pletely different.
